Commission 
_ approves 
purchase of 
business, site 


| The East Jordan city attorney and city manager 
Dave White recently negotiated the arrangement 
for the purchase of the property located at 102 
Water Street in East Jordan. 

At a special meeting of the board last week, the 
commission unanimously approved a resolution to 
authorize White and city clerk, Lori Campbell, to 
execute “any and all documents to effect the an- 
ticipated transaction,” and to authorize the use of 
the available Harbor Fund tund balance for the 
down payment on the property. 

The purchase has excited some controversy, 
and the meeting was attended by several East 
Jordan citizens, who raised questions about the 
cost of demolition, should the city opt to raze 
the building on the property; the loss of tax 
revenue from a business on that site, and the 
i possibility of taxpayers being left with a bill 
should the Harbor Fund not support future 
payments. 

“If the Harbor Fund runs out of money, who is 
going to pay for it?” said East Jordan resident and 
business-owner, Mike Burr. “Who will say, *] made 
a mistake’?” 

Mayor Mark Postma said that he and the other 
commission members would be the responsible 
party, but also said that the Harbor Fund, which 
is maintained through user fees, not tax rev- 
enue, has historically always been a good bud- 
get. 

Commissioner Dan Bennett said that the pur- 
chase of the property on Water Street is only part 
of a larger plan to improve the harbor and water- 
ways in East Jordan, as well as provide a climate 
for business and tourism. 

“The future of East Jordan is what I am looking 
at. We need to look at what kind of businesses we 
can bring in — draw is what I am looking for,” 
Bennett said. 

He also said that status quo isn’t “going to cut 
it,” and that the city needs to continue to find ways 
to make improvements.

Bringing the Pacific to the Great Lakes 


There are, living among the houli 
(caucasians) in the frozen north, a scattered 
remnant of Polynesians who long for the aloha 
spirit. For the fifth year in a row, they are com- 
ing together to find it at a luau, the brainchild 
of Andrew Kipapa of Boyne City. 

The “‘Kahui O Polynesia,” or Gathering of 
Polynesians, was created to bring the Istands 
to Boyne City, Andrew and his daughter Lei 
Nahuni did not want to limit their guesis to 
Hawaiians, but included transplanted Samoans, 
Tongans and Filipinos, as well as caucasians 
who have lived on the islands. 

The first year, the luau was held at Lei’s 
house in Boyne, and the traditional pulled pork 
was cooked in her oven. The food preparations 
were taking place in households with Pacific 
islanders all over the area, and Leis’ luau hosted 
about 40 homesick Polynesians. 

Since then the luau has grown, and by last 
year there were more than 100 celebrants. and 
a whole pig was being cooked in traditional 
style — in a pit underground all night. People 
come from all over to enjoy traditional foods, 
to sing to the ukelele and to fashion hakus 
(headwear wreaths) from Michigan plants. 

“My dad,” Lei said, laughing, “just made the 
idea — and then he relaxed!” Lei and her friend, 
Angie Kamalii, of Walloon Lake, did not. 

“It is a potluck of local food, hula dancers, 
chants, and the aloha spirit is the best part of all.” 
Nahuni said. “It is like you are back home again.” 

For Nahuni, who returned briefly to Hawaii 
with her husband and children, Boyne City is 
home. But she believes that everyone is drawn 


to others with similar backgrounds and cultural 
experiences, and that the luau has an important 
function in bringing people together. 

The cultural experience is largely defined by 
the food, Lei thinks. 

“When we get together, we eat,” she said. “I 
love this food, and I like to share it with people, 
but I won’t give people my recipes — all of 
my things are by taste.” 

A pig is killed on Friday afternoon and pre- 
pared-for its oven burial by the men. The 
women prepare food in advance and during the 
Juau, and on Saturday, when the pork is re- 
moved from the pit, the women shred it to eat 
with other traditional foods, including mango, 
raw fish and squid. 

Each guest also brings a dish to pass. 

“We sing, play, party,” Lei said. “But the best 
part is the food.” 

Last year, a “halau” — a group — of hula 
dancers came from Grand Rapids to perform. 

The luau is currently held at a private home 
in Charlevoix, but Lei and her right-hand-gal, 
Angic Kamalii, are hoping to expand it to a 
regular Polynesian Festival in Boyne City, and 
invite everyone to taste authentic home-made 
foods from the Islands. They envision a festi- 
val in the park, surrounded by booths with a 
variety of ready-made and packaged foods and 
spices, as well as arts and crafts. In the park 
festival goers will be able to participate in eth- 
nic games, dancing and singing with the tradi- 
tional ukelele. 

In the meantime, they are reaching out and 
inviting any and all of the Polynesians they can

find: they like to make a trip to Lansing, to visit 
Land L’s Hawaiian Barbecue, where Nahuni 
said they can get “real” Hawaiian food. On 
one visit they overheard a customer ask for 
“mala sadas,” she said. Mala sadas are like a 
deep-fried, sugar-covered doughnut, and are a 
very traditional Hawaiian food. 

Only a Hawaiian would ask for that, Nahuni 
and Kamalii agreed, and so they invited him. 
He’s coming, as is an L and L’s employee. 

They have also created a Website — or 
Kamalii has, she is “the biggest help,” accord- 
ing to Nahuni, doing all the book work and 
“computer things” — called frozenahona.com. 
It means frozen family, and it has attracted doz- 
ens of hits, and not a few registrants. 

The party is still Polynesians and former is- 
landers only this year, and there is no cost to 
attend, other than a dish to pass and a volun- 
tary donation. But the ladies have their sights 
on making it bigger, getting everyone involved, 
and hopefully getting some fund-raising and 
additional volunteer efforts going. This year, 
for the first time, they have local sponsors to 
help put the luau on: Carters, Country Now and 
Then, B.C. Pizza and Ace Hardware are all 
lending a hand. 

But right now Nahuni and Kamalij have their 
own hands full. 

“Now we’re just busy, trying to make sure 
we got everything put together,” Nahuni said. 
“But we're going to have fun.”

My sister Sally gave me a gift several years ago, 
which I have ignored until these last few days, when I 
opened it and began to slip backward into another life.

things once accounted for in ink on paper are lost 
forever to a cyberspace black hole. 

But thanks to the power of the pen, Lam reliving my 
adult children’s babyhoods.

Sam, at five, announcing, “Mom, you probably 
think I don’t know what dog food tastes like, but I 
do,” and following that up with a critique. “It isn’t

1 wrote things phonetically, apparently to get the full 
impact across (I did Kate’s baby book that way, too). 
As a result, the not-so-interesting comment, “My hair 
smells great.” is a humorous, “My hair sells drate.” I 
can hear Katie saying that. 

“Papa, are I toot?” she asked her father, hoping for a 
compliment. “You're a little toot,” he responded. It 
made her mad.

He may have 
attempted to satisfy his hunger with it first, but 
apparently it wasn’t tastifying. Doesn’t mean it wasn’t 
fun, . 

As a baby, Sam was a biter. So when the kids had 
been given a snack and sent off to play in Kate’s 
room, I was genuinely worried at her bloodcurdling 
scream, “Sam bite me!” I rushed in, looking for 
broken skin, for blood. Where did he bite you? “Sam 
bite me on the cookie,” Katie wept, holding up a 
cookie from which a healthy bite had indeed been 
robbed.

Suit against the state, and which it won in a Bench Ruling 
by the 30th Circuit Court on January 21. The ruling or- 
dered that districts directed to the co-op be restored to 
NFS, as per the original contract, within 15 working days. 

The day before those districts were to be serviced by 
NFS, a stay was put on that decision, pending an appeal 
by the state. : 

In the face of economic disaster, NFS began a public- 
ity campaign to inform the public about what it considers 
a “classic David and Goliath story,” according to its 
Website, foodmafia.com. ‘ 

In addition to putting the chain of events and the names 
of key players on its website, NFS also put the Website _ 
on the sides of several of its trailers, and on one trailer the 
words, “Boycott Gordon Food Service.” 

On July 12, NFS received a letter from GFS attorneys. 

“Northern Service must cease and desist from interfer- 
ing with GFS’s business relationships and expectancies, 
and must further immediately remove Gordon Food 
Service's name and the message above from its trucks, 
vans or other vehicles. ... if Northern Food Service and 
its officers choose not to immediately retract and remove 
the ‘Boycott Gordon Food Service’ statement now on its 
vehicles, GFS will be forces to explore all of its legal 
remedies.” 

Battiste responded to the letter in the negative, assert- 
ing the right af NFS to free speech, as long as that speech 
was confined to that which is legal, “‘honest, accurate and 
defensible if necessary.” In addition, NFS said that its 
employees would be “peacefully and legally pamphle- 
teering to get the word out. ...”
